Bangalore, the 7tb August, 2008 

No. B. 18012/2/2008-10.—-The National Remote 
Sensing Agency (NRSA), registered as a society under 
the Societies Registration Act, is functioning as an 
autonomous body under tha administrative control of the 
Department of Space, Government of India. 

2. NRSA is closely associated with various 
programmes of the Department of Space (DOSyindian 
Space Research Organisation (ISRO), in particular, the 
Earth Observation Programme, Disaster Management 
Support and other programmes of national importance. In 
order to enable NRSA to cany out its responsibilities in a 
more effective maimer, the Government have, after careful 
consideration, decided to convert it into a Government 
entity to be called as National Remote Sensing Centre 
(NRSC), a Centre under DOS/ISRO, with effect from 
1st September, 2008.
